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POLICIES  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  ARMY  AND  DEPARTMENT 
OF  THE  AIR  FORCE  RELATING  TO  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD 

I.— DEFINITION 

A. — National  Guard 

The  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  and  the  Air  National  Guard 
of  the  United  States  are  integral  parts  and  first  line  reserve  components 
of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  the  United  States  Air  Force.  The 
National  Guard  of  the  States  and  Territories  continues  to  exist  and  in 
time  of  national  emergency  may  be  called  or  ordered  into  the  Army  of  the 
United  States  and  the  United  States  Air  Force  through  its  National 
Guard  of  the  United  States  status.  All  federally  recognized  units  and 
elements  of  the  Active  National  Guard  and  the  personnel  of  the  Inactive 
National  Guard  of  the  several  States,  Territories,  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  Puerto  Rico  together,  constitute  the  National  Guard  of  the 
United  States. 

II.— MISSIONS 

A. — Mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States 

The  mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  is  to  pro- 
vide a  reserve  component  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  the 
United  States  Air  Force,  capable  of  immediate  expansion  to  war 
strength,  able  to  furnish  units  fit  for  service  anywhere  in  the  world, 
trained  and  equipped  to: 

1.  Defend   critical   areas   of   the  United   States   against  land,   sea- 
borne, or  airborne  invasion. 

2.  Assist  in  converting  the  mobilization  and  concentration  of  the 
remainder  of  the  reserve  forces. 

3.  Participate   by  units   in   all   types   of  operations,   including  the 
offensive,  either  in  the  United  States  or  overseas. 

B. — Mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  Several  States 

The  mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  several  states  is  to  pro- 
vide sufficient  organizations  in  each  State,  so  trained  and  equipped  as 
to  enable  them  to  function  efficiently  at  existing  strength  in  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  and  the  preservation  of  peace,  order,  and 
public  safety,  under  competent  orders  of  the  State  Authorities. 

Ill— COMPOSITION  OF  THE  MONTANA  NATIONAL  GUARD 

A.  The  organization  and  units  alloted  to  the  several  States  will 
be  those  which  are  equipped  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  of 
the  National  Guard,  and  when  taken  with  the  units  of  the  Regular  Army 
and  the  United  States  Army  Reserve,  and  the  Regular  Air  Force  and  the 
United  States  Air  Force  Reserve,  will  provide  the  essential  forces  re- 
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quired  for  early  mobilization.  Within  the  total  allotment,  organizations 
of  the  proper  type  will  be  allotted  to  each  State  to  enable  it  to  accom- 
plish the  Federal  and  State  missions. 

B.  Units  allotted  to  the  State  of  Montana  in  accordance  with  the 
above  policy  are  listed  on  page  10  of  this  report. 

IV.— STATE  AND  FEDERAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

A. — General 

The  National  Guard  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  and  the  United  States  Air  Force  and  its  success  depends  upon 
mutual  confidence  between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  States  and 
Territories.  Such  confidence  is  obtained  only  by  the  wholehearted  ef- 
forts of  all  parties  to  maintain  an  effective  National  Guard. 

B. — Supply 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Departments  of  the  Army  and  of 
the  Air  Force  to  clothe,  equip,  supply  and  arm  the  National  Guard  ac- 
cording to  the  standards  established  for  the  Regular  Army  and  the 
Regular  Air  Force. 

C. — Facilities 

The  division  of  Federal  and  State  responsibilities  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  States  will  furnish  the  personnel,   adequate  armories,   and 
storage  facilities. 

2.  The  Federal  Government  will  furnish  the  outdoor  training  fa- 
cilities. 

D. — ^Training 

Unit  training  objectives  will  be  to  assume  that  all  units  will  be  ca- 
pable of  immediate  mobilization  and  early  development  for  field  service. 
The  training  of  the  National  Guard  will  be  conducted  by  the  National 
Guard  organizations  of  the  respective  States  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Chief,  Army  Field  Forces  and  the  Chief,  Civilian  Components 
Branch,  United  States  Air  Force,  in  accordance  with  policies  prescribed 
by  the  Departments  of  the  Army  and  Air  Force.  Periods  of  field  train- 
ing, attendance  of  personnel  at  service  schools,  and  tours  of  active 
duty  will  be  conducted  in  the  reserve  status  of  the  National  Guard  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Air  National  Guard  of  the  United  States. 
Ai'mory  drill  training  will  be  conducted  in  the  status  of  the  National 
Guard  of  the  States  and  Territories. 

E. — State  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment 

Within  each  State,  there  shall  be  an  administrative  staff  to  be 
designated  as  "State  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment"  and 
which  will  be  organized  and  federally  recognized  as  a  unit  of  the  Na- 


tional  Guard.  The  numbers  and  grades  of  officers,  warrant  officers,  and 
enlisted  men  within  the  State  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detach- 
ment will  be  based  upon  the  strength  of  allotted  National  Guard  units 
to  the  State  and,  in  addition,  will  provide  a  suitable  number  of  officers 
and  enlisted  men  for  duties  in  connection  with  Selective  Service  and 
internal  security. 

F. — Instructors 

Under  policies  of  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of 
the  Air  Force,  selection  and  assignment  of  qualified  instructors  is  re- 
served as  a  function  of  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Army,  and 
Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Air  Force.  The  supervision  of  the 
training  responsibility  of  the  instructors  is  vested  in  the  Chief,  Army 
Field  Forces,  and  Chief  of  Reserve  Forces,  Headquarters,  United  States 
Air  Force.  Personnel  on  duty  as  instructors  with  the  National  Guard 
will  have  no  command  status  with  troops  or  units  of  the  National  Guard, 
nor  will  they  be  subject  to  orders  of  State  military  authorities  The 
primary  duty  of  instructors  will  be  to  advise  and  assist  responsible  com- 
manders in  the  attainment  and  maintenance  of  that  state  of  efficiency 
of  the  National  Guard  units  as  is  prescribed  by  Headquarters,  Depart- 
ment of  the  Army  and  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Air  Force. 

G. — National  Guard  Bureau 

The  National  Guard  Bureau  is  charged  with  administration  of  ap- 
proved Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air  Force  poli- 
cies, other  than  those  relative  to  training,  for  the  National  Guard  not 
in  the  service  of  the  United  tates.  It  is  further  charged  with  the  pro- 
mulgation of  Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air 
Force  directives  and  regulations  applicable  to  the  National  Guard,  in- 
cluding those  relating  to  training.  It  is  further  charged  with  the  keep- 
ing of  Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air  Force  rec- 
ords pertaining  to  the  National  Guard,  except  for  current  records  in 
time  of  war  or  national  emergency. 

H. — National  Guard 

All  policies  affecting  the  National  Guard  are  prepared  by  the  Gen- 
eral Staff  Committee  on  National  Guard  Policy  (known  as  the  "Section 
Five  Committee")  for  action  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  and  Secretary 
of  the  Air  Force  under  normal  Department  of  the  Army  and  Depart- 
ment of  the  Air  Force  procedure.  All  regulations  to  carry  such  policies 
into  effect  are  reviewed  by  this  committee. 

MONTANA  NATIONAL  GUARD  ALLOCATION  AND 
PRESENT  STATUS 

I.— ALLOCATION 

The  Montana  National  Guard  is  the  organized  military  force  of  the 
State,  except  when  ordered  into  Federal  service  in  time  of  war.    During 


times  of  peace,  the  Governor  is  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  National 
Guard  and  exercises  his  command  through  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
Adjutant  General  is  assisted,  during  training  periods,  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  by  a  Headquarters  and  Head- 
quarters Detachment  consisting  of  16  officers  and  19  enlisted  men  in 
the  National  Guard  Section  and  8  officers  in  the  Selective  Service  Sec- 
tion, for  the  army  N.  G.  The  Adjutant  General  is  assisted  by  Hg.  ANG 
in  the  administration  of  the  ANG  which  is  composed  of  7  officers  and 
6  airmen.

B.  The  Inactive  National  Guard  was  reconstituted  and  transfers 
were  made  in  December,  1948.  Inactive  National  Guard  status  is  pro- 
vided to  allow  individuals  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  cannot  main- 
tain active  participation,  to  revert  to  an  inactive  basis  but  still  maintain 
their  connection  with  the  Montana  National  Guard  for  potential  emer- 
gency service.  No  Inactive  National  Guard  has  been  established  for 
Air  units  as  of  30  June,  1950.  Army  personnel  transferred  to  the  In- 
active NG  during  fiscal  year,  1949,  included  16  officers  and  158  enlisted 
men.  Similar  transfers  throughout  fiscal  year,  1950,  were  granted  to  13 
officers  and  404  enlisted  men.

ARMY  TRAINING 

I.— ARMORY   DRILLS 

Armory  Drills  are  held  forty-eight  times  per  year  at  local  armories. 
Each  drill  is  of  two  hours  duration  and  training  is  conducted  in  com- 
plete uniform  and  with  equipment  allotted  to  the  various  units.  Offi- 
cers and  key  Non-Commissioned  Officers  conduct  classes  in  accordance 
with  the  National  Guai'd  Training  Program  covering  the  same  military 
subjects  given  to  personnel  in  the  Regular  Army.  The  complete 
training  cycle  requires  three  years  and  equals  the  basic  and  specialized 
training  given  Regular  Army  personnel.  Most  training  at  Armory 
Drills  is  conducted  in  the  form  of  lectures,  training  films,  and  practi- 
cal On-the-Job  training  covering  such  subjects  as  specialist  training, 
motor  maintenance,  survey,  supply,  administration,  bridge  construc- 
tion, etc.  Armory  Drills  are  generally  scheduled  once  each  week,  four 
each  month,  twelve  each  quarter. 

II.— FIELD  TRAINING 

Field  training  is  a  requirement  of  the  Department  of  the  Army  and 
the  National  Guard  Bureau.  Successful  training  has  been  held  each 
year  since  the  re-activation  of  the  Montana  National  Guard.  Troops 
move  from  their  home  stations  with  all  clothing  and  equipment  for  a 
fifteen  day  training  period.  The  Federal  Government  pays  the  entire 
cost  for  housing,  feeding,  clothing,  and  training  on  the  same  basis  as 
regular  army  units.  The  purpose  of  this  training  period  is  to  put  to 
practical  test  all  the  theoretical  training  given  during  the  previous 
forty-eight  Armory  Drills.  Training  is  carefully  watched  by  senior 
commanders  and  their  staffs,  by  Regular  Army  Instructors,  and  by  an 
Inspection  Team  detailed  by  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army. 
All  deficiencies  are  corrected  promptly  and  personnel  instructed  in 
the  practical  way  to  perform  each  task.  Medical  facilities  are  available 
at  Fort  William  Henry  Harrison  at  all  times  to  handle  any  emergency. 
Personnel  too  seriously  ill  or  injured  are  given  first  aid  treatment  and 
then  evacuated  to  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital,  Fort  Har- 
rison, Montana,  where  the  best  possible  medical  attention  is  provided. 
The  Annual  Summer  Field  Training  Encampments  for  Army  Units  were 
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held  at  Fort  William  Heniy  Harrison,  from  16  to  30  June,   1951,   and 
from  15  to  29  June,  1952. 

III.— SPECIAL  TRAINING 

The  National  Guard  Bureau  authorized  twelve  additional  days  of 
training  during  1951  and  six  during  1952  so  that  individual  weapons 
practice  could  be  completed  at  home  stations,  thus  permitting  more 
time  for  Unit  training  during  the  field  training  period.  Approximately 
50%  of  the  personnel  of  the  entire  Montana  Army  National  Guard  fired 
their  individual  weapons  for  record  prior  to  1952  field  training. 

IV.— SERVICE  SCHOOLS 

In  addition  to  Armory  Drills  and  Annual  Summer  Field  Training 
Encampments,  National  Guardsmen  received  specialized  training  at 
General  and  Special  Service  Schools  of  the  Army  and  Air  Force.  An 
important  factor  in  selection  to  attend  Service  Schools  is  ability  to 
instruct,  since  these  personnel  are  detailed  as  Instructors  in  their 
respective  units  after  graduation. 

Courses  offered  range  from  common  specialist  sources  such  as: 
Cooks  and  Bakers,  Automotive  Mechanics,  Leaders'  Courses,  etc.,  for 
Enlisted  Men,  through  the  various  levels  of  command  and  staff  for 
Officers.  During  the  biennium  eighty-one  (81)  officers  and  two  hun- 
dred and  four  (204)  enlisted  men  attended  Army  Service  Schools,  and 
six  (6)  Officers  and  eight  (8)  Enlisted  Men  attended  Air  Force  Service 
Schools.    Attendance  was  as  follows:

REGULAR  ARMY  INSTRUCTORS 

I.— GENERAL 

The  primary  mission  of  the  6512  ASU,  Montana  National  Guard 
Instructor  Group,  is  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  organization,  main- 
tenance and  training  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  in  accordance 
with  current  directives. 

II.— SENIOR  ARMY  INSTRUCTOR 

He  is  responsible  for  liaison  between  the  Army  Commander  and 
the  Adjutant  General  of  Montana.    He  acts  as  Military  Advisor  to  the 
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state  Adjutant  General.   He  also  supervises  and  co-ordinates  the  official 
work  of  all  Army  Instructors  in  the  State. 

III.— ARMY    INSTRUCTORS 

The  principal  duty  of  the  Army  Instructors  is  to  further  the  effi- 
ciency of  National  Guard  units  through  assistance  and  advice  to  respon- 
sible commanders  on  such  matters  as  attendance  records,  payrolls, 
enlistment  records,  supply  records  and  required  reports  submitted  to 
higher  headquarters.  They  conduct  inspections  of  arms  and  equipment; 
they  participate  in  Armory  Drill  periods  and  maintain  liaison  between 
National  Guard  units  and  the  Senior  Army  Instructor. 

In  addition  to  the  Army  Instructors  for  Infantry  and  Artillery,  an 
Army  Aviation  Advisor-Instructor  and  an  Ordnance  Technical  Advisor 
are  assigned  to  the  Montana  National  Guard  Instructor  Group. 

The  Army  Aviation  Advisor-Instructor  advises  on  matters  pertain- 
ing to  liaison  type  aircraft  furnished  National  Guard  units;  conducts 
operational  training  courses  for  pilots;  conducts  technical  inspections 
and  advises  National  Guard  aviation  sections  in  matters  of  flight  train- 
ing. The  Ordnance  Technical  Advisor  assists  in  the  operation  of  the 
State  of  Maintenance  plan  covering  receipt,  storage  and  issue  of 
Ordnance  supplies  and  equipment,  and  advises  on  maintenance  of 
records  and  control  of  supplies.  He  also  acts  as  Instructor  of  the 
3669th  Ordnance    (MM)    Company. 

The  administrative  section  prepares  all  official  directives  of  the 
headquarters,  maintains  files,  processes  correspondence,  checks  and 
advises  on  NG  strength  reports,  payrolls  and  vouchers. 


IV.— PERSONNEL 

The  table  of  distribution  for  the  Montana  National  Guard  Instruc- 
tor Group  authorizes  the  assignment  of  eight  officers,  one  warrant 
officer,  and  twelve  enlisted  personnel.  On  30  June  1952  the  distribution 
of  the  assignments  of  three  instructors  was  as  follows:

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SUPPLY  AND  MAINTENANCE 

I.— OFFICE  OF  THE  USP&DO 

For  many  years  the  National  Guard  Bureau  has  required  each  State 
to  appoint  an  officer  known  as  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officer  (USP&DO)  to  receive,  store  and  issue  Federal  property 
issued  to  the  State,  to  handle,  disburse,  and  account  for  Federal  funds 
allotted  to  the  State,  and  to  perform  certain  other  miscellaneous  func- 
tions of  a  Federal  nature,  such  as  making  purchases  and  executing  con- 
tracts for  the  Federal  government.  This  officer  is  required  to  be  a 
Federally  recognized  officer  of  the  National  Guard  and  his  appointment 
is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Army.  The  Federal 
government  normally  pays  a  major  portion  of  this  officer's  salary. 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  National  Guard,  the  National  Guard 
Bureau  has  offered  to  all  States  to  place  on  extended  active  duty  in  the 
Army  a  qualified  officer,  mutually  acceptable  to  the  State  and  to  the 
National  Guard  Bureau,  to  serve  as  Acting  USP&DO  for  the  State. 
This  officer  is  thus  paid  by  the  Federal  government  and  is  loaned  to  the 
State  without  cost,  yet  he  is  part  of  the  staff  of  the  Adjutant  General 
and  subject  to  his  jurisdiction  as  such. 

In  brief,  the  USP&DO  now  handles  all  matters  pertaining  to  Fed- 
eral equipment  and  supplies  for  the  Montana  National  Guard,  maintains 
accounts  for  all  Federal  funds  allotted  to  the  State,  makes  purchases 
from  Federal  Funds,  executes  contracts  of  various  types  on  behalf  of 
the  Federal  government  pertaining  to  the  Montana  National  Guard,  and 
certifies  vouchers  to  be  paid  out  of  Federal  funds  allotted  to  the  State. 
Federal  funds  are  made  available  to  provide  the  USP&DO  with  admin- 
istrative, supply,  clerical,  stenographic  and  warehousing  assistance. 
No  State  funds  have  been  available  for  this  purpose,  the  entire  cost 
being  paid  from  National  Guard  Bureau  funds. 

II.— MAINTENANCE 

All  military  equipment  in  the  hands  and  used  by  the  Montana 
National  Guard  is  on  a  loan  basis  from  the  United  States  or  the  Fed- 
eral Government.  The  maintenance  and  storage  of  this  equipment  has 
become  a  problem  of  considerable  magnitude  for  the  post  war.  World 
War  II,   National  Guard. 

The  over-all  maintenance  program  is  administered  by  the  State 
Maintenance  Officer  who  is  employed  by  the  Federal  Government  and 
is  responsible  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  in  establishing  and 
executing  a  satisfactory  physical  maintenance  program.  Personnel  to 
operate  the  program  are  paid  from  Federal  funds.  A  total  of  forty- 
nine    personnel   are    employed    at   present   to    implement   the    program. 

Maintenance  of  the  equipment  starts  with  unit  or  user  mainten- 
ance. Each  individual  using  a  piece  of  equipment  must  do  all  main- 
tenance and  repair  these  pieces  with  the  tools  and  knowledge  that  he 
possesses.  Work  that  he  cannot  accomplish  then  goes  to  the  Unit 
Mechanic  or  specialist  trained  and  equipped  to  a  higher  degree. 
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Each  Company  or  Battery  has  one  full-time  employee,  which 
accounts  for  thirty  of  the  personnel  mentioned.  This  Caretaker  is 
specially  trained  and  charged  with  receipt,  storage  and  maintenance 
of  all  property  issued  to  the  Unit  Commander  and  at  the  Unit's  home 
station. 

Maintenance  work  that  cannot  be  performed  by  personnel  of  the 
unit  is  passed  on  to  what  is  known  as  field  maintenance.  The  Field 
Maintenance  shop  located  at  Helena  performs  this  type  of  work.  Per- 
sonnel of  this  shop  account  for  the  balance  of  nineteen  of  the  personnel 
inentioned  above. 

This  group  performs  maintenance  of  automotive  vehicles,  tanks, 
liaison  aircraft,  artillery,  small  arms,  radios,  fire  control  instruments, 
recoilless  weapons  and  other  tech-service  equipment.  All  work  to  be 
passed  from  units  to  the  maintenance  shop  is  reported  on  a  work  order 
to  the  State  Maintenance  Officer  who  in  turn  notifies  the  Unit  Com- 
mander whether  to  deliver  the  material  to  the  State  Maintenance  Shop 
or  hold  it  in  the  Unit  Storage  to  be  repaired  by  a  Contact  (traveling) 
team  of  mechanics  from  the  State  Maintenance  Shop  that  call  on  each 
unit  semi-annually  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  repairing  military 
equipment. 

Repairs  of  a  higher  degree  than  the  State  Maintenance  shop  can 
perform  are  accomplished  by  evacuating  the  material,  at  Federal  cost, 
to  the  regular  Army  shop  or  shops  assigned  as  the  parent  maintenance 
organization.  The  equipment  is  repaired  and  returned  to  the  using  unit 
or  replaced  by  new  equipment  at  no  cost  to  the  State. 

III.— EQUIPMENT  CONCENTRATION  SITE 

As  many  armory  and  vehicle  storage  facilities  for  units  of  the 
Montana  National  Guard  are  inadequate  for  proper  storage  of  their 
equipment,  it  has  been  necessary  to  assemble  bulky  items  at  a  central 
location.  Accordingly  an  Equipment  Construction  site  was  established 
at  Fort  William  Henry  Harrison,  Montana,  in  May,  1949.  Items  of 
equipment  are  processed  for  storage  to  prevent  deterioration  upon  be- 
ing turned  in  to  the  Concentration  Site.  When  required  for  field  train- 
ing the  items  are  deprocessed  and  re-issued  to  the  unit  to  which  they 
belong.  By  assembling  this  equipment  at  one  point  it  may  be  main- 
tained more  efficiently  with  fewer  personnel  and  the  life  of  the  equip- 
ment extended  through  a  reduction  of  wear  and  tear.  Savings  in  trans- 
portation costs  are  also  effected  by  locating  the  equipment  at  the  field 
training  site.  Personnel  for  this  operation  is  authorized  by  the 
National  Guard  Bureau  and  are  paid  from  federal  funds. 

STATE  SUPPORT 

I.— RESPONSIBILITY 

Responsibilities  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  connection  with  the 
support  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  include: 
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A.  The  furnishing  of  personnel  for  the  allotted  units  by  voluntary 
recruiting-  methods. 

B.  Furnishing  adequate  armories  for  drill  periods. 

C.  Providing  adequate  storage  facilities  for  federal  property 
issued  the   Montana  National   Guard. 

D.  Providing  proper  supervision  and  administration  to  include 
maintenance  of  records  of  the  units  of  the  Montana  NG  in  the  office 
of  the  Adjutant  General. 

II.— STATE  APPROPRIATIONS 

ADJUTANT  GENERAL,  DEPARTMENT 

These  functions,  being  responsibility  of  the  State,  are  supported 
by  funds  made  available  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  by  the 
State  legislature.

Additional  temporary  personnel  are  employed  for  several  months 
prior  to  each  annual  field  training  encampment  at  Fort  Harrison  to 
assist  in  preparing  the  camp  site  and  in  repairing  buildings  and  utilities. 

FEDERAL  SUPPORT 

I.— GENERAL 

Responsibilities  of  the  Federal  government  in  the  support  of  the 
National  Guard  include  clothing,  equipping,  supplying,  and  arming 
individuals  and  units.  The  Federal  government  also  furnishes  outdoor 
training  facilities  and  supervises  training.  All  pay  and  allowances  to 
individuals  for  field  training,  attendance  at  service  schools,  and  armory 
drill  are  from  Federal  funds.  Subsistence  is  furnished  to  enlisted  men 
at  field  training  and  service  schools  by  the  Federal  government. 

II.— SUPPLY  AND  EQUIPMENT 

In  addition  to  furnishing  clothing,  arms  and  equipment,  the  Federal 
government  through  the  National  Guard  Bureau,  provides  for  the  main- 
tenance of  these  items.  Funds  are  available  for  equipment  repair,  and 
cleaning  and  repair  of  uniforms.  In  the  Air  National  Guard,  where 
maintenance  of  aircraft  and  vehicles  is  a  major  problem,  a  substantial 
number  of  air  technician  personnel  is  employed  on  a  full-time  basis, 
with  funds  also  being  made  available  for  necessary  full-time  adminis- 
trative and  supervisory  specialists.  Each  company-size  Army  unit  is 
authorized  to  employ  on  a  full-time  basis  a  mechanic,  general,  unit  ma- 
teriel, usually  referred  to  as  a  unit  caretaker.  He  assists  in  the  supply 
and  maintenance  functions  of  the  unit.  Many  units,  dependent  on  their 
need,  also  have  an  administrative  assistant  on  a  full  or  part-time  basis 
to  assist  in  the  "paper-work"  activities  of  their  unit.  Maintenance  per- 
sonnel of  the  State  Maintenance  Shop  and  the  Equipment  Concentration 
Site  are  all  paid  from  Federal  monies.  All  accounting  clerks  in  the 
office  of  the  USP  &  DO  are  carried  on  Federal  payrolls. 
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III.— NON-DISABILITY  RETIREMENT 

Public  Law  810,  which  provides  non-disability  retirement  pay  for 
officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  highest  grade  held  by 
them  was  approved  by  the  President  29  June  1948. 

The  act  provides  an  additional  incentive  to  younger  men  to  join  the 
National  Guard  and  remain  active,  and  further  compensates  older 
guardsmen  who  have  given  many  years  of  service  to  their  country. 

The  law  provides  that  any  person  not  a  member  of  a  Regular  force, 
who  attains  the  age  of  60  and  who  has  performed  satisfactory  service 
in  the  status  of  commissioned  officer,  warrant  officer,  or  enlisted  person 
in  the  Army  or  Air  National  Guard,  and  who  has  completed  an  aggre- 
gate of  20  or  more  years'  satisfactory  service  in  any  or  all  of  the  serv- 
ices, shall  be  granted  retirement  benefits. 

Payment  of  this  retirement  is  made  from  Federal  funds.  A  number 
of  former  Montana  National  Guardsmen  are  receiving  retirement  pay 
for  their  Guard  service  at  the  present  time. 

IV.— CIVILIAN  EMPLOYEES 

The  National  Defense  Act  permits  the  employment  from  Federal 
funds  of  caretakers,  administrative  assistants,  air  technicians,  account- 
ing clerks,  and  maintenance  personnel.  Men  employed  as  caretakers, 
air  technicians,  and  administrative  assistants  must  be  members  of  the 
National  Guard,  and  must  be  assigned  table  of  organization  positions  in 
units  comparable  to  those  they  held  as  civilian  employees,  to  preclude 
any  disruption  of  duties  in  the  event  of  mobilization.  All  maintenance 
personnel  and  most  accounting  clerks  are  also  members  of  the  National 
Guard.

v.— ALLOTMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  magnitude  of  the  operation  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  and 
the  extent  to  w^hich  it  is  a  source  of  income  to  the  State  of  Montana 
is  apparent  -when  it  is  realized  that  Federal  funds  of  over  two  million 
dollars  have  been  expended  for  its  support  during  the  biennium.  The 
Guard  therefore  is  worthy  of  the  whole-hearted  support  of  every  com- 
munity where  a  unit  is  located  if  for  no  other  reason  than  its  being  a 
source  of  income  to  the  locality.  Records  indicate  that  slightly  more 
than  one  million  dollars  was  expended  from  Federal  sources  during 
fiscal  year  1951.  During  the  following  fiscal  year  the  total  amount  was 
just  under  one  million  dollars  although  expenditures  for  all  purposes 
had  increased  with  the  major  exception  of  the  construction  program. 
For  the  two-year  period,  State  support  amounted  to  approximately  ten 
per  cent  of  the  total  funds  expended  in  support  of  the  Montana  National 
Guard,  with  Federal  funds  being  furnished  for  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
expenditures.  Federal  support  for  the  period  is  shown  by  the  following 
table:

FACILITIES 

I.— ARMORIES 

A  responsibility  of  the  State  in  the  operation  of  the  Montana  Na- 
tional Guard  is  the  furnishing  of  armory  facilities  for  training  purposes 
and  for  the  storage  of  supplies  and  equipment.  This  has  been,  and  re- 
mains a  major  problem  in  Montana.  While  some  State-owned  facilities 
are  available,  many  units  are  located  in  space  which  is  rented  from 
individuals,  cities,  and  counties.  Some  of  the  State-owned  and  most  of  the 
rental  space  is  entirely  inadequate  for  efficient  assembly  and  instruction 
of  troops  and  does  not  provide  adequate  or  secure  storage  facilities. 
Units  which  must  train  in  such  sub-standard  armory  space  are  faced 
with  difficulties  in  maintaining  a  high  proficiency  in  training  as  well  as 
finding  their  recruiting  problem  multiplied  many  times  by  not  being  able 
to  offer  an  attractive  meeting  place.  The  fact  that  units  of  the  Montana 
National  Guard  have  been  able  to  obtain  such  excellent  results  with 
their  training  program  is  due  to  the  keen  interest  of  individuals  con- 
cerned as  armory  facilities  in  general  are  inadequate. 
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By  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  there 
exists  a  quasi-official  State  Board  empowered  to  construct,  rent,  lease  or 
procure  armories,  to  issue  bonds  for  such  construction,  and  maintain 
such  armories  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair.  This  board  is  known 
as  the  State  Armory  Board.  It  had  constructed  armories  at  Helena, 
Bozeman  and  Poplar  prior  to  World  War  II.  Plans  had  been  prepared 
for  additional  construction  in  other  cities  when  World  War  II  brought 
an  end  to  such  projects.  Recently  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
enacted  legislation  to  assist  States  in  the  construction  of  armories  on  a 
fund-matching  basis.  This  was  enabling  legislation  only.  Federal  gov- 
ernmental studies  are  now  being  made  to  resolve  the  many  legal  and 
technical  problems  which  might  occur  in  providing  such  funds.  When 
funds  are  finally  made  available  it  is  probate  that  additional  armory 
construction  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Montana  Armory  Board. 

During  the  past  several  years  government  funds  have  been  made 
available  in  limited  amounts  for  the  construction  of  motor  vehicle  stor- 
age buildings  for  housing  Federal  vehicles  and  equipment.  Funds  for 
this  construction  are  100%  federal.  In  Montana  such  buildings  have 
been  erected  at  Billings,  Kalispell,  Chinook,  Malta  and  Harlowton.  In 
some  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  these  structures  as  temporary 
armories,  although  they  are  not  adequately  designed  for  such  use. 

Rental  space  consists  of  space  in  civic  centers,,  store  basements, 
fairgrounds  buildings  and  even  a  dairy  barn.  Following  is  list  of  army 
units  with  their  present  armory  housing:

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n.— FEDERAL  FACILITIES 

Fort  William  Henry  Harrison,  a  Department  of  the  Army  facility,  is 
made  available  to  the  State  of  Montana  by  a  license  extending  for  five 
years.  This  license  will  undoubtedly  be  renewed  when  the  original  term 
expires.  Fort  Harrison  is  used  for  summer  field  training,  armory  train- 
ing of  the  3669  Ordnance,  M  M  Company,  and  is  the  location  of  the 
State  Maintenance  Shop  and  the  Equipment  Concentration  Site.  Some 
USP&DO  warehouses  are  also  located  there. 

A  portion  of  Fort  Missoula  Military  Reservation,  including  the 
Target  Range  Area,  is  also  licensed  by  the  Department  of  the  Army  to 
the  State  of  Montana.  This  facility,  as  shown  above,  is  used  as  armory 
and  storage  space  for  Guard  units  located  at  Missoula. 

A  lease  exists  between  the  City  of  Great  Falls  and  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment for  the  use  by  the  Montana  Air  National  Guard  of  certain  build- 
ings, including  an  administration  building,  hangar,  motor  pool  building, 
and  warehouse  at  Gore  Field. 

Near  Billings  the  Federal  government  has  leased  from  individuals 
sufficient  land  for  a  small  arms  range  for  use  of  units  in  that  vicinity. 

III.— SERVICE  CONTRACTS 

For  federally  owned  or  leased  facilities  at  Fort  Harrison,  Fort 
Missoula  and  Gore  Field,  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of 
buildings  and  grounds  is  considerable.  Since  the  federal  government 
has  an  interest  in  these  facilities,  service  contracts  between  the  State 
and  Federal  governments  have  been  entered  into  to  provide  for  reim- 
bursement to  the  Adjutant  General  by  the  National  Guard  Bureau  for 
75%  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  building  and  grounds. 
These  contracts  were  continued  in  effect  during  the  biennium  with 
only  slight  changes.  The  amount  covered  by  the  service  contract  at 
Gore  Field  was  reduced  during  fiscal  year  1952  as  the  186th  Fighter 
Squadron,  previously  based  there,  was  in  federal  service  and  only  an 
Air  Base  Flight  occupied  the  facility.  Amounts  covered  by  the  con- 
tracts are  as  follows:

AIR  NATIONAL  GUARD 


I.— GENERAL 

Prior  to  World  War  II  the  entire  National  Guard  of  Montana  con- 
sisted of  Army  units.    With  the  reorganization  of  the  Guard  after  that 
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war,  the  State  was  authorized  to  organize  an  Air  Force  Fighter 
Squadron  with  its  supporting  units.  Because  of  the  housing  require- 
ments for  this  type  of  unit  and  the  necessity  of  locating  it  near  one  of 
the  larger  centers  of  population,  Gore  Field,  near  Great  Falls  was  chosen 
as  most  nearly  meeting  requirements.  Therefore  on  27  June  1947  the 
186th  Fighter  Squadron,  S.  E.,  and  supporting  units  were  activated  at 
Gk)re  Field. 

At  the  beginning  of  fiscal  year  1948  the  Montana  Air  National 
Guard  had  just  completed  their  first  summer  encampment  which  had 
been  held  at  Gore  Field. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1951,  the  186th  Fighter  Sqdn.,  Mont.  Air  Na- 
tional Guard  was  called  into  active  Federal  Service  and  were  sent  to 
Moody  Air  Force  Base,  Valdesto,  Ga.  for  training.  The  following  per- 
sonnel Montana  Air  National  Guard  accompanied  the  Squadron  to  ac- 
tive Federal  Service.
